_ The Walnut Branch Wilt prob- 
lem was under observation again 
last week by Dr. A: H. Henderson, 
Pomologist;.College of Agriculture 
and L. Booher, extension irriga- 
tionist, of the University of Cali- 
fornia. After observations were 
made of the test plots in the coun- 
ty, they were amazed how good 
the trees looked compared to last 
year. This observation is not con- 
fined to the test plots, but is gen- 
eral throughout the walnut areas 
of the county. This is due to some 
extent to the good rainfall of last 
winter. ¢ 

We must concede that good irri- 
gation’ and fertilization practices 
are essential for good growth and 
color of the trees. From our tests 
last year we brought out one very 
important fact — that with poor 
irrigation practices the quality of 
the kernel] was markedly reduced. 
Walnuts have two phases of 
growth, the first being the size, 
the second the filling out of the 
kernel.

WHEN WILL WE KNOW, MR. HAGEN? 


The erratic Mr. Hagen, busily shadow-boxing his way through the: 
congressional campaign when he isn't releasing fusillades of denials or _ 
accusations upon one target or another, last week took the first step 
in a libel action by serving upon fellow publisher Paul Newell and the 
Shafter Press a demand for retraction of editorial comment published 
in that newspaper. 


Mr. Hagen, who has been miffed for some time because he has 
not enjoyed the support of the independent weekly press in this dis- 
trict, served notice upon the publishers. in a letter dated September 
30 that he would sue for libel any newspaper which used the term 
“socialist” in describing him, his actions or his ‘beliefs. The newspaper 
publishers, who live with the law of libel with every edition that goes 
to press, generally regarded Mr. Hagen's letter as an attempt at in- 
timidation. 


morality in national government 
has reached a low point; favor to 
| friends, patronage to the party 
\faithfuls, five per cent deals, 
proved dishonesty in the depart- 
ments of internal. revenue and 
agriculture, shady deals in con- 


nection with disposal of war sur- 
plus items —- these are things 
that total into the ‘‘mess in Wash- 
ington.”’. I am convinced that 
only men of character and ability, 
such as Dwight D. Eisenhower and 
Richard Nixon, will take the nec- 
essary step to clean out this mess.

We charge Mr. Hagen, that with respect to these terms you are 
employing faulty reasoning and so presenting your case that the 
word "socialist" erroneously appears guilty by association. About 
two weeks ago in a strange Tuesday-Wednesday series of mental 
flip-flops you ‘displayed the same disquieting quirks of logic and

Instead of shadow-boxing or tilting with windmill, Mr. Hagen, 
we wish you would get down to earth on basic issues and let the vot- 
ers know where you stand. 


For example we think the thousands of parents of school children 
in this district would like to know why you co-authored a bill at the 
last session of the legislature calling for exemptions from provisions 
of the Field Act those counties of 200,000 population or less. ..That 
act establishes safeguards in school construction against earthquake 
disaster.
